Washington, D. C., Dec. 4—[ Special. }- 
National defense and goverrimenta! econ- 
omies will be the chief subjecta dis- 
cussed in President Wilson’s message to 

congress. : b i 

The president will concede, it is said, 
the necessity of an adequate fighting 
force and coast defenses, but he will take 
the position that additions should be 
gradual and will combat the theory of 
the Army league that there is any need 
for greatly increased expenditures at this 
time. ' 

He will point out that the government 
is now spending annually $250,000,000 in 
support of the army and navy. 

Conmvineed that the people of the coun- 
try are oppomed to a great standing army 
or to a system of militarism that would 
require compulsory military training, the 
president will frown upon proposals that 
congress act hurriedly in framing a de- 
fense program. 

Cannot Avoid Defense Clash: 

In the matter of national defense the 
administration fully realizes that it Gan- 
not prevent an investigation at the Com- 
ing session. 

President Wilson and his associates 
may obstruct the creation of a com- 
mission to make a study ef the question. 
but they will not be able to prevent a 
thorough discussion in both the house and 
senate of the unpreparedness for war.

Cabinet May Take Hand. 

There is a possibility that m addition 
to answering the arguments of Senator: 
Weeks and Lodge and Representative 
Gardner in congress through congres- 
sional speakers, Secretary Garrison may 
deliver a series of addresses throughout 
the country outlining the. administra- 
ticn's policy. 

Secretary Deniels in the speeches which 
he will make in the next few weeks un- 
doubtedly will devote the greater part 
of his time to a defense of the navy. 

Secretary Bryan will devote his winter

Senator Weeks of Massachusetts to- 
day precipitated himself into the fray by 
announcing that he intends to speak on 
the inadequacy of the national defense 
at an early date. He indicated that he 
is prepared to work in harmony with his 
collearue, Senator Lodge, and with Rep- 
resentative Gardner of Massachusetts. in 
the house. Senator Weeks is considered 
by many persons the best posted man in 
congress on the national defense. 

Will Plead for Economy. 

Next to the question of national defense 
the president is ‘expected to make his 
message an impressive plea for economy. 

He will urge that the pruning knife be 
used without sentiment and that the ex- 
penses oi the government be kept within 
the avallable revenues.

ABSENCE MAKES OUR HEART 
GROW FONDER. 

A Washington correspondent of the New York 
World reports that between Oct. 14 and Nov. 28 
Secretary Bryan gave ten days to his official work 
less than 23 per cent of his time. 

From our point of view this percentage is too 
large rather than too small. The World does not 
view the facts from this point of view. It bitterly 
reproaches the state department for undemocratic 
methods, autocratic secrecy, and insolent bureaucra- 
ey and demands more government by principals 
and less government by subordinates.” 

If Tue Trisune could bring itself to share the 
World's well known confidence in and admiration 
for Mr. Bryan as a careful, consistent, and in- 
formed international statesman it would promptly 
support the World’s appeal for a larger percentage 
of his time at his desk. But we are unable to 
conceal our suspicion that our affairs of state are 
being handled as well in Mr. Bryan’s absence on 
circuit as when he is in charge—and better. 

This is not an ideal situation. But the World 
would do well to let well enough alone until there 
is a chance for something much better than Mr. 
Bryan promises. We sympathize heartily with the 
World’s protest against secret diplomacy. It is a 
product of the European system which we would 
better not imitate. This is a government more 
or less of the people and we prefer to make our 
own international entanglements rather than have 
them spun for us by a professional maker of diffi- 
culties. A certain measure of official reticence is 
desirable or even necessary, but there should be 
more publicity as to policies and serious engage- 
ments than now is given. The senate committee 
on foreign relations does not provide a sufficient 
check.

We could steal an hour of daylight by deceiv- 
ing ourselves. If in every home, office, and fac- 
tory in Chicago the hour hand of the clock were 
advanced at 9 o’clock any night to 10 o'clock, and 
the act thereupon ignored, the arising time of 
families and workers would be in seeming at the 
usual hour the next day; in fact, an hour earlier. 

We have our habits so fixed that the deceit 
would impose itself without difficulty. Ten o'clock 
at night is 10 o'clock, and bedtime impends, if it 

has not arrived. It may be predicted that within 
two days of the hour when this arbitrary setting 
forward of the clock was done, Chicago would 
have forgotten the act and would be guided merely 
by the apparent time ag indicated. 

What would be the result is apparent—tmore 
daylight. In the winter, it might be said, arisings 
would be more by “ candle light,” but in the spring. 
summer, and autumn the hour of daylight gained 
would be greatly beneficial. Americans are, as 
their opportunities give them leave, an outdoor 
nation. They will take to the fresh air and outdoor 
exercises if work gives them a chance. 

Turn the hour hand of the clock forward an 
hour, and there is remaining to the clerk, the me- 
chanic, the business man, the professional man, 
and all desk and machine tied men, an hour more 
daylight in the open months of the year than they 
have now. 

They would have arisen, dy habit, an hour eoon- 
er. They would have been at their work an hour 
sooner. They would have stopped the machine 
and closed the desk an hour sooner. 

Whereas we now make the evening getaway from 
the loop district and the factory between 5 and 6 
o'clock, we should make it between what is now 4 
and 5 o'clock. The distinction is purely artificial 
in numbers, but it has this one tangible aspect— 
there would be one hour more ef daylight in the 
evening. | 

That hour would permit many open air diver- 
sions which are not within the opportunity of mer 
and women who, even in the long hours of spring 


have not enough time between the end of work 


and the closing of day to encourage them to the 
andertaking. 

The Chicago Association of Commerce has this 
turning forward of the elock under consideration 
and a meeting of representatives of many Chicago 
interests will be held Monday to take it up. 

It’s a big thing to acquire another hour of day- 
light. It can be done by merely overcoming com- 
munity inertia, and, in addition, a community dis- 
position to take the proposal as a joke.

PHYSICAL COURAGE OF RACES. 
From the Minneapolis Journal.] 

_ Macaulay wrote an essay celebrated in its time 
n Macchiavelli, wherein he contended that the 
Italians of the period of the renaissance were too 
intellectual and refined themselves to wage war, 
and hence to fight their battles called in Swiss, 

German, and French mercenaries. 
No doubt Macaulay proved his contention con- 
cerning fifteenth century Florence, Venice, and 
Milah. But the genefalization that nations can 
become too intellectual and refined to fight is de- 
nied by the facts of the battlefields in Europe to- 
day. On them is exhibited a quality of courage 
t no barbarian or purely military race has 
surpassed, while the endurance shown exceeds 
what any barbafian or semi-barbafian race has 


ever been capable of. 3 

The Germans themselves are as intellectual a 
race as any. Their physical courage as demon- 
strated in France and Poland today is as high as 
history wots of. While the physical courage of 
the French, whom the Germans have charged 
with degeneracy, as of the British, whom the 
Germans have scorned as shopkeepers, is demon- 
strated to be not one whit inferior to that of 
the Germans. 

The fact is, physical courage is nearly a com- 
mon possession of mankind. The troops from 
India which the British have landed in. France 
have it; so do the Africans whom the French are 
employing on the battle line. White man, brown 
man, black man, yellow man, all will fight and 
fight desperately. They also all will run, and 
run speedily under certain conditions, just as 
under others they will stand and die to the last 
man. Physical courage is not the exclusive her- 
| tage of any one race or group of races. Neither 
ig heroism. 

A Rajput army numbering fifty thousand men 
which in the eighteenth century was put to rout 
by five thousand Britons under a Wellesley or a 
Clive was not a host of cowards. Their descend- 
ants today im France, with modern weapons and 
under scientific leadership, may be trusted. to 
storm a German. trench. 

The south béfore the civil War believed that 
one southerner could whip three northerners, and 
especially was she scornful concerning the stom- 
ach of the New England trader for a fight. But

Some stop 
eating as a precautionary measure. 
These are proper procedures. 
The trouble is not with the digestion 
primarily. Observations on blood pree- 
sure have shown that there is a progres- 
sive rise in blood pressure. The indi- 
gestion and vertigo are the direct effects 
of the high pressure. 
To take a laxative and refrain tempo- 
rarily from eating is both right and 
wrong. 
It is right in that it gives temporary re- 
lief. It is wrong im that it emphasizes 
the digestion unduly. The moderation in 
eating for a day or two will probably be 
followed by systematic overeating.

There are approximately 11.200 depositors 
in the La Salle Street Trust and Savings bank. 
It would take a large force of clerks and - 
raphers to write to all of these depositors 
ing them about the progress made in the ad- 
ministration of the receivership. As a matter 
of fact. I keep one stenogrepher and one as 
sistant. The two young men here in the office 
are on the street most of the time with notes 
tn their possession, trying to make collections 
from the makers of the notes for the receiver. 
We spend a great deal of time writing to the 
debtors instead of to the crediters of the bank, 
but I am sorry to s that the notes are not 
signed by persone in mercantile, manufactur- 
ing, or financial business, end that they pay 
very little attention to our dunning letters, and 
it is necessary for me to keep two young men 
calling on the debtors, ag I have indicated. 
Those who are interested in the bank must 
have some consideration for the tuation in 
which the receiver finds himself. We are de- 
voting all of our time to the matter of this 
bank and are doing our best for the depositors. 
While I am doing very poorty in results, I 
should do much more poorly if I gave my atten- 
tion to the creditors of the bank, rather than 
to the debters of the bank.

OMTE CHRETIEN DE TRE- 

DERN, who has just been gath- 

ered to his fathers, was one of the 

best known and most popular mem- 

ders of the Jockey club in Paris 
and the head of one of the oldest houses 
of the Breton aristocracy. 

His name, however, is most widely 
known in Parisian society as that of the 
divorced husband of the notoriety seeking 
Jeanne Say, Aster of the late multi- 
millionaire sugar magnete, Henri Say, 
who during his lifetime virtually con- 
trolied the imported sugar industry of 
France. Jeanne Says first husband was 
Marquis Roland de Brissac, eidest son 
and heir of the tenth Duc de Brissac. He 
met death on the battlefield in 1871 in the 
closing struggles of the Franco-Germana 
war. 

His widow and her little boy, then 3 
years old, took up their residence with her 
father-in-law, the late Duc de Brissac. 

—~o- 

A little over a year afterwards she sac- 
rificed her title of Marquise de Brissac in 
order to contract a marriage with the 
then Vicomte Chrétien de Trédern, in 
spite of all the warnings of her friends, 
who knew that her peculiar character 
would ill accord with that of De Trédern, 
a man quick to take offense, extremely 
sensitive on the core of principle and 
honor, end thoroughly opposed to the 
easy going ways and elastic principles of 
that smart ultra-fashionable society 
which the widowed Marquise de Briasac 
and her aister, Princess Amédée de Bro- 
glie, were and are still identified. 

After the birth of a couple of children, 
4 son and a daughter—the latter Rena, 
married to Comte Gabriel de Seamaisons— 
the ill matched couple parted; and, where- 
as De Tréderm was too devout a Roman 
Catholic to demand a divorce, his wife 
took the earliest opportunity after the 
divorce law had been enacted to secure 
her liberation. 

She continued, however, to call herself 
the Vicomtesse de Trédern until the en- 
actment of another law, depriving di- 
voreées of the name and titles of their 
former husbands, since which time she 
has been in law merely Mme. Jeanne Say. 


= 

The De Trédern family is stated to have 
been founded by the legendary knight, 
Derrien, who, with his squire, Neventer, 
vanquished and slew a monstrous dragon. 
The descendants of this knight took their 
name of Trédern from lands which still 
remain in the family, and from the twelfth 
century onwerd it is to be frequently 
found mentioned in the pages of French 


history. 
Etienne de Trédern took part in the cru- 


sades as one of the principal leutenanta 
of St. Louis and is on historical record 
as having been knighted by that monarch 
at the close of the great battle of Man- 
Soor. 

With all that, the Trederns bore no title

Tribune. I—I have received the following 
as part of a personal letter from my 
friend, Mr. Beecher, our American vice 
consul at Havre: 

Havre, as you have doubtless noted; 
is mow, and for several weeks has been, 
the seat of the Belgian government, while 
almost all the diplomats accredited by 
foreign nations to Belgium have followed 
the government. The town has a decided- 
ly Belgian character, and Belgian stamps 
are accepted at the postoffice. The place 
is also full of refugees, and that side of 
the spectacle is a most distressing one. 
There are women who have been sepe- 
rated from their husbands, and children 
from their parents. They have been com- 
ing here in large numbers with no other 
property than a few articles hurriedly 
bundled into a pillow case, sheet or can- 
vas. Their number also has been in- 
creased by French refugees from the 
departments of Pas-de-Calais, Nord, 
Somme, Oise, and Aisne. It is not only 
depressing, but heart breaking, because 
no relief that can be afforded these peo- 
ple, no temporary succor or assistance, 
will repay or replace their homes, devas- 
tated, destroyed, and burnt by the enemy. 
The only thing that has been at all 
cheering here (if the word may be used 
under the present conditions) is the con- 
stant moving of British troops (cavalry, 
infantry, and. artillery), of which about 

have passed through on their way 
to the front.” 

Although every one is begging, and 
America has been and is responding to 
the appeals made to her in a way to make 
one doubly proud of one’s nation and 
nationality, I also come, with out- 
stretched hand.

* is interesting when he believes that 
America will bring to perfection the one 
act play as she did the short story, when 
he analyzes the contribution of the young- 
er echool of English dramatists, when he 
says that modern drama has added a 
fourth to the famous three unities—unity 
of impression. And he is interesting when 
he writes (after. discussing Aristotle): 
The tendency of the modern drama is 
to have no beginning and no middle, and 
to begin where the earlier drama left off. 
It if a drama of pure culmination: the 
unrolling of the scroll of ultimate human 

character. Nor in a certain sense can it 
be said to have an end; for the curtain 
often falls without finality.” 

But Henderson's discussions are too ab- 
stract. He has a dangerous taste for 
labels and categories, rail though he may 
at the classifications of others. Clayton 
Hamilton calls a play a story devised to 
be presented by actors on a stage before 
an audience; in THE CHANGING 
DRAMA.“ Archibald Henderson defines 
a play as any representation of human 
life by human interpreters on a stageina 
theater before a representative audience.” 
Henderson is that much less keen than 
another serious writer on the American 
theater. He is courageous in his eleva- 
tion of the theater to a moral position 
above the modern pulpit, but if he gains 
support in this manner he loscs it by

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Unemployment Commission to 
Suggest Jobless Prob- 
lem Solution.

There are something 
like 109,000 wage 
earners out of work in 

Chicago. 

To relieve the sit- 
uation the city should 
t once establish a 
ree municipal labor 

exchange in connec- 
tion with the depart- 
ment of public welfare. 
Branches of the city labor exchange 
should be opened in every police station. 

Large employers of labor should be 
urged to give preference, other things 
being equal, to permanent residents of 
Chicago who have the responsibility of 
supporting families. 

The present license fee of $50, which 
peddiers are required to pay, should be 
reduced, temporarily, at least, to $10 or 
$15, so that men out of work would find

it possible to earn a little money by sell- 


ing fruit and other products from house 
to house. 

All the local governmental bodies 
should make an effort to continue or 
begin such public works as can be car- 
ried on through the winter. 

Report Soon to Be Made. 

These are some of the recommenda- 
tions in the report of the special munic- 
ipal commission on unemployment, head- 
ed by Ald. Lawley, which will be made 
to the city council within the next ten 
days. , 

The commission was appointed last 
August on motion of Ald. Merriam to 
devise methods of meeting the unsettled 
business situation caused by the war in 
Europe. The commission has held a 
number of public hearings and has re- 
ceived suggestions from more than twen- 
ty heads of public departments and of 
large business and manufacturing en- 
terprises. It has also conferred with the 
officials of many labor organizations. 

The local commission has had the ad- 
vantage of studying the advance sheets 
of the report on unemployment made by 
the city chamberlain to the mayor of 
New York. That report urges the ap- 
pointment of a permanent commission, 
to be headed b, an executive who is ex- 
perienced in the handling of labor prob- 
lems. | 

Subcommittees for Special Lines. 

A prominent feature of its plan is 
that which calls for the selection of a 
series of subcommittees representing the 
various large divisions of industry. 
There will be one subcommittee made up 
of subordinate railroad officials in touch 
with railroad employment; others on 
manufacturing establishments, on the 
building trades, on water transportation, 
and on construction work generally. 

Each of these smaller committees will 
especially study the problem in its own 
division and will devise plans to provide 
as much work as possible during the 
coming year. 

That the situation in the east is con- 
sidered serious may be judged by the 
statement that “the problem of unem- 
ployment in the city of New York for the 
year 1915, due to the war and to general 


economic conditions, is not unlikely to 


‘become the chief concern of patriotic 


New Yorkers. Not to deal with this

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JUSTICE CARTER 
DEPLORES TREND 
OF MODERN LAWS 


Remarks of Supreme Magis- 
trate Taken as Rap at 
Administration, 


Five hundred members of the Chicago 
Bar association sat at the feet of the 
seven justices of the Supreme court of 
Ilinois in the Hotel La Salle banquet hall 
last night and listened to words of wis- 


dom. 
They learned among other things how 


are before them for the disbarment of 
once righteous lawyers; how anxious are 
his colleagues that Justice Orrin N. Car- 
ter be returned to the bench from the 
Cook county district, and how far in ad- 
vance of other states is Illinois in the mat- 
ter of betterment laws. 


Reformed Men Needed. 

Judge Alonzo K. Vickers sounded the 
praises of Judge Carter and recommend- 
ed that he be kept on the Supreme bench. 
Justice Charies C. Craig, whose father 
sat on the supreme bench before him, 
was introduced by Mitchell D. Follans- 
bee, president of the bar association, as 
„the baby member of the bench.“ Since 
Justice Craig has been in Springfield he 
has been observing the operation of the 
legislature and the actions, of persons 
| appearing before it in behalf of legisia- 
tion. 

“When the legislature quarantines 
itself against cranks—especially cranks 
from Cook county—we will get better 
laws,“ he said, summing up hie observa- 
ons. 


Justice Carter Talks. 

Some of Justice Carter’s remarks were 
aken as a rap at the administration. 

“The trend of modern legislation,“ he 
sald, “is toward the administration of 
justice largely by the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches of the government. 

„ These two departments necessarily 
administer the affairs of the government 
more informally than where the pro- 
ceedings are carried on in court. The 
hearings are largely ex parte. I don't 
believe ‘the American people would be 
satisfied with such proceedings in court. 

“Government, to be practical, must 
leave a certain amount to the discretion 
of public officials, So the courts must 
gradually adapt the laws—no matter how 
honest or how wise were the legislative 
bodies which made them—to fit changing. 
conditions. For law is no pioneer. It 
blazes no trails, following rather than 
preceding civilization. ? 

„Not only the judges but the lawyers 
must aid in the shaping of laws to suit 
the times. If the day ever comes when 
lawyers care more for the acquisition of 
money than for right and justice, their 
influence, consequently, cannot but be 


tarmful.”’

Lives of 1,600 Joliet Convicts 


**I knowrl’ll wake up in th’ mornin’ and 
find that this is just another one of them | 
beautiful dreams I’ve been dreamin’ ever 
since I came here fourteen years ago.“ 

he speaker had no name. It was taken 
from him when he entered the Joliet 
penitentiary fourteen years ago. His 
sentence is life. He had just come from 
the chapel of the prison, Where he had 
witnessed a performance of Peg o' My 
Heart,” the first theatrical production 
ever given at the prison by professionals. 
There were others who have been even 
for a longer period behind the grim walls. 

Can you imagine what the evolution 
of the theater would mean to a man who 
had not been in one for a quarter of a 
century? If you can, you can imagine 
what an event the performance was in 
the dull lives of some 1,600 numbered 
men. But you can't imagine the scene 
yesterday in Joliet chapel. It was one 
that had to be felt and sensed rather than 
seen. 

Story of the Play Stirs. 

The story of a New York Irish gir! 
taken into a prudish, snobbish English 
household and her transformation into 
a real lady while the family itself is 
“humanized” by her lively presence, 
is not one that would be thought to ap- 
peal to grizzled men serving time for 
every crime in the category of misdeeds. 
But it got over,“ and the oddest part 
about it was that is was not the obvious 
humor which appealed, but the “ subtle 
stuft.“ which sometimes passes over the 
heads of an average Chicago audience. 

The stone walls of the chapel rever-

Chief and First Deputy Plead In 
Vain Before Finance Body 
of the Connell 


GEIGER RESOLUTION. LOSES. 


“I can see no good reason wii the 
finance committee should have re- 
fused the emergency appropriation for 
more police. If the committee can't 
find money enough for that many 
police, we'd better ail go out of busi- 
ness."”—Comment of Yayor Harrison 
on defeat of Ald. Geiger’s emergency 
police measure last Monday night. 


Chief of Police James Gleason’s hopes 
of obtaining immediately the adiitional 
policemen he needs to stop crime went 
glimmering yesterday when the coun- 
cil finance committee deferred Ald. Gel- 
gers emergency appropriation ordinance 
| for consideration with the regular budget. 
This action was taken largely as the 
result of a compdtation by Ald. Richert 
that the budget for 1915, after having 
been subjected to severe pruning, pre- 
sages estimates of appropriations totaling 
$28,800,000 against estimated revenues of 
$25,383,000—a deficit of $3,417,000, 

Even with this estimated deficit, Ald, 
Richert declared tHat the budget esti- 
mates did not include any appropriations 
whatsoever for new police, for new po- 
lice Stations, for new fire stations, or 
for salary increases of any kind. He 
estimated that on Dec. 31 the city will © 
have on hand §3,290,000, including 81.800. 
000 in unsold bonds, which are not now 
selling. 

Gleason’s Only Hope. 

The only hope held out to Chief Glea- 
son was that in the actual making up of 
the budget some of the departmental ap- 
propriations may be pared down to ote 
room for an increase in the police de 
partment. 

Another ray of hope was furnished by 
a decision to notify the county admin- 
istration that after Jan. 1 the county mus 
be prepared to sustain the withdrawal of 
all the city policemen now working for 
the county. This, it is estimated, will 
turn back approximately $200,000 in police 
service for the direct use of the city. A 
similar notice is to go to the board of 
education. 

To aid further in putting more police- 
men on the streets at night, Ald. Lipps . 
stated that next Monday night he will 
ask for a council order permitting the em- 
ployment of men now on the civil service 
eligible list to serve in place of regular 
policemen at dance halls on a per diem 
basia, 


Stop Dance Hall Drafts. * 

Such a move is intended to stop the 
heavy Saturday night draft of patrolmen 
for dance hall assignments. 

Ald. Merriam and Block seemed to de- 
rive much comfort from the chief's state- 
ment that during the last twenty-four. 
hours only three robberies had been 
chronicled, although the chief said the 
“decrease in crime” might be due to 
a shortage of the right kind of ruled 
paper on which to make the reports from 
the various stations. 

First Deputy Schuettler backed the 
chief in assuring the aldermen flatly that, 
granting. the need of renovating the 
whole system of special details, more new 
policemen were needed at once. He also 
expressed the view that it is difficult to 
get good men on the police force for $75. 
a month. a 

Chief Gleason longingly referred to the

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Says City Surpasses 
Country for Health. 


WO traditions about health were dis+ 
puted last nicht by speakers at the 
public health exhibit at the City. 
club. a 

The first was that the country is 
more healthful than the city. That was 
dealt with by Dr. Carl L. Alsberg of 
Washington, chief of the United States 
bureau of chemistry. 

The second was that the use of chem- 
icals—especially benzoate of sodas food 
preservatives was dangerous. Prof. John 
H. Long of the Northwestern University 
Medical school disposed of that. 

“The large cities,” said Dr. Alsberg. 
need federal protection far less than the 
small town or the rural community. In 
many states the large cities are the only 
points which have any real sanitary pro- 
tection. 


= 
» “Our rural population of 49,000,000 peo- 
ple, including the 30,000,000 who live on 
farms, receive very little state health 
protection and maintain no local pro- 
tective system of their own against con- 
taminated local milk, meat, shell dsh, or 
vegetables. Moreover, only a small num- 
ber of these rural inhabitants are safe- 
guarded by competent inspection against 
polluted water supply or sewage disposal 
methods dangerous to health and life.“ 
Prof. Long declared that natural food 
preservatives like salt, sugar, vinegar, 
and the spices conceal impurities in food 
much more than benzoate of soda or boric 
acid because of their stronger taste and 
odor. Benzoate, he said, Was no more 
harmful than any of the natural pre- 


servatives.
